The  completed  questionnaire  was  returned  by  many  NSCA  members,  however,  t-he 
response  was  not  as  great  as  I  had  anticipated.  Too,  many  NSCA  members  who  were  not 
acquainted  with  TAMS  have  been  mailed  application  blanks  as  requested.  The  blank  is 
being  reproduced  at  the  bottom  of  this  page  and  any  NSCA  member  wanting  to  join  TAMS 
is  urged  to  forward  an  application  at  once.  Just  clip  out  the  form  and  mail  with  dues.. 


Every  present  member  of  TAMS  who  replied  stated  that  they  "always"  read  every 
issue  of  the  TAMS  Journal .  Most  had  high  regard  for  the  publication  and  only  a  few  minor 
things  were  mentioned.  These  included  the  suggestion  that  "description  of  tokens  in 
maverick  section  be  given  BELOW  the  token  and  not  above  "...  "more  information  should 
be  made  available  to  members  on  fake  and  fantasy  tokens"  for  the  protection  of  the  buyer.

Scriptor  R.R.  Tippy  has  suggested  that  "Scrip  Talk"  start  a  listing  of  known  coal 
scrip  tokens  that  hove  been  buried,  burned,  stolen  or  otherwise  disposed  of.  This  will  be  a 
valuable  aid  in  determining  possible  values  of  many  of  your  scrip  tokens.  We  have  a  partial 
listing  of  the  amounts  of  scrip  purchased  by  rr^ny  of  the  companies  due  to  the  research  of 
Scriptor  Bob  Craigo.  With  amounts  originally  p'urchased  (see  earlier  issues  of  Scrip  Talk  and 
also  refer  to  TAMS  Journal)  and  with  information  on  the  final  use  of  the  scrip,  much  valuable 
data  can  be  obtained. 

In  connection  with  this  continued  reporting,  we  certainly  want  FACTS..  .  Just 
because  somebody  told  somebody  else  that  such  and  such  a  company  dumped  their  scrip  in 
a  slate  pile  or  in  a  river  certainly  would  not  be  final  proof!  !  We  need  facts  on  this  and  hope 
that  your  contributions  will  include  information  on  sources,  etc. 

To  start  the  listing,  the  following  information  is  taken  from  photostats  of  old  records 
in  my  possession  (courtesy  Scriptor  Craigo): 

ISLAND  CREEK  COAL  COMPANY  -  POND  CREEK  POCAHONTAS  COMPANY  -  MALLORY 
COAL  COMPANY  -  MARIANA  SMOKELESS  COAL  COMPANY  -  In  a  letter  to  Mr.  W.  G. 
Giddings,  Auditor  of  Island  Creek  Coal  Company  -  dated  Oct.  16,  1942  -  from  the  Osborne 
Register  Company  -  Quote  "Am  very  sorry  that  I  through  an  oversight  failed  to  certify  the 
destruction  of  all  the  old  metal  scrip  that  was  returned  to  us  sometime  ago  from  (companies 
listed  above).  At  the  time  all  of  this  scrip  was  put  through  a  shredding  machine,  the  count 

of  each  company  was  carefully  checked  and  found  to  be  substantially  correct . we  are 

sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  each  of  the  above' companies  for  their  respective  files".  Unquote. 
THE  LORADO  COAL  MINING  COMPANY  -  Letter  from  R.  L.  Seith,  Sec.-Treas.  -  dated 
Sept.  13,  1950  -  t©  F.  D.  Orelup,  Gen.  Mgr.,  The  Osborne  Coinage  Company  -  Quote  "  As 
suggested  in  your  letter  of  August  31,  we  have  shipped  to  you  three  boxes  of  obselete  scrip  via 
Commercial  Motor  Freight  prepaid,  and  authorize  you  to  have  it  destroyed  in  order  that  it  may 
not  be  used  in  the  future.  As  to  its  further  disposition  you  may  sell  it  as  scrap  and  keep  the 
scrap  value  for  your  own  account  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  scrap  metal .  We  want  to  thank 
you  for  disposing  of  this  scrip  for  us  as  we  were  unable  to  find  anyone  in  Columbus  (Ohio)  who 
would  destroy  it  or  otherwise  dispose  of  it."  Unquote. 

MIDVALE  COLLIERY  COMPANY  -  Letter  -  dated  Dec.  1,  1933,  from  L.  C.  Skaggs  to 
Osborne  Register  Company  -  Quote  "We  had  a  fire  Nov.  28th  which  destroyed  our  store  and 
office  building.  We  have  been  using  your  metal  scrip  and  since  the  fire  wish  to  change  this.
